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Direct lending, Pell Grants 
affected by proposed cuts

Smith said. Another aspect of the proposal is “taxing col- 
leges for every loan their students receive, which clearly 
penalizes schools for admitting students who need finan- 
cial aid,” Wiley said. i 

Schools will have no incentive to accept students who 
need financial aid, no matter how deserving they are, 
Smith said. Since many colleges are run by the state, it can 
be considered a federal tax on the states, Smith said. 

Congress “had to find savings of $10.8 billion over a 
seven-year period of time,’ Smith said. A $4 billion cut 
done in the right way would be better, he said. 

“Congress ought to be working in a nonpartisan fashion 
to increase access and increase financial aid for deserving 
college students,” Wiley said. “These cuts are not consis- 
tent with our people’s values.” 

It adds up to $10.8 billion in unnecessary pain to stu- 
dents, to colleges and to families, he said. 

Direct lending was started because the present system 
was not working effectively, said Madeleine Q. Kaunin, 
deputy secretary of education. 

“Even the critics of direct lending will say that it has 
been healthy for the system to have competition,” Kaunin 
said. 


The Republican Congress is proposing to cut more than 
$10 billion from the Department of Education, said U.S. 
Secretary of Education Richard W. Wiley in a phone con- 
ference Thursday. 

The Senate is proposing to cap direct lending at 20 per- 
cent and the House is proposing to eliminate it altogether, 
said Marshall S. Smith, undersecretary of education. 

Cuts to the direct-lending program include raising inter- 
est rates on loans to parents and eliminating the six-month 
interest-free grace period. Pell Grants and electronic funds 
transfers will also be affected, said Leo Kornfeld, senior 
adviser on direct lending. 

Nearly 2 million students are on the direct-loan program 
at a cost of nearly $7 billion, Kornfeld said. If the cuts 
pass, approximately | million students waiting to get on 
the program will not be able to, and | million students on 
the program will have to be dropped, Kornfeld said. 

Elimination of the six-month grace period would mean 
an estimated cost of $700 for each undergraduate student,

The girl told her mother she ~ + 
was going out for a smoke, ~ 
according to police. 

She and her mother, both from 
Magna, Utah, were in the city to 
appear on a segment of the talk 
show titled “Why Must You 
Dress Like That?” 

The mother, who had written to 
Raphael, said her daughter was 
dressing inappropriately for her 
age and was boasting about sex- 
ual liaisons, the Daily News 
reported at the time of her disap- 
pearance.

Raphael, who never met the 
girl, said today’s arrest should 
stop rumors that it was a publici- 
ty stunt.

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Sapntists weigh risks, gains of new diet drug 


ROCKVILLE, Md. — Scientists debated Thursday whether the government 
shotld approve the nation’s first obesity drug since 1973, a compound which 
makes people believe they are full. 

The Food and Drug Administration has not approved the use of any obesity 
drug for more than several months because most are amphetamines, which can 
be addictive. 

Déxfenfluramine, to be sold as Redux, 
interneuron Pharmaceutical Inc. 

But at very high doses, it has been shown to cripple seratonin production in 
animals, prompting concern about how it would affect the thousands of 
Americans likely to use it. 

Interneuron Pharmaceutical Inc. told an FDA panei that the need for a better 
drug to treat the 78 million obese Americans is vital. 

The drug would be a valuable tool, said Judith Stern, vice president of the 
American Obesity Association. Obesity kills 300,000 people and causes 20 mil- 
lion new illnesses in the United States every year. 


Atheist’s absence raises suspicion of death 


DALLAS — America’s most prominent atheist, Madalyn Murray O’ Hair, 
hasn’t been seen in public for weeks, giving rise to rumors that she died and 
that her followers are keeping it quiet so Christians don’t pray over her. 

A note was left at her Austin headquarters, American Atheists Inc., telling 
employees the offices would be shut down until further notice. The building is 
up for sale, and the normally accessible O’Hair hasn’t returned telephone calls. 

Board member Arnold Via said the 76-year-old Ms. O’Hair visited him in 
Virginia on Aug. 11 and was in poor health because of diabetes. That was the 
last time he saw her. 

O’Hair filed the lawsuit in 1962 that led to the Supreme Court ban on school- 
sponsored prayer. 

She has been active in the fight to enforce the separation of church and state.

Hatch bill clamps down on inmate lawsuits 


SALT LAKE CITY — Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, has introduced legislation 
that would penalize prison inmates who file frivolous lawsuits by stripping 
them of accumulated “good behavior” time. 

Under the bill pushed by the Utah Republican on Wednesday in Washington, 
inmates not only could lose early parole, but might be forced to pay court costs 
for complaints found to be without merit. 

Hatch said if such laws had been in place, then perhaps a Utah State Prison 
inmate would not have recently filed a suit “demanding that he be issued 
Reebok or L.A. Gear brand shoes instead of the Converse brand being issued.” 

Hatch also noted another lawsuit by an inmate who “deliberately flooded his 
cell and then sued the officers who cleaned up the mcss because they got his 
pinochle cards wet.” 

Frivolous lawsuits by inmates have become a major drain on the federal 
courts, the senator argued. 


Business by tabernacle wants liquor permit 


ST. GEORGE — When the Legislature wanted to meet in the Logan 
Tabernacle, the building was deemed a civic center. Now that a restaurant near 
the St. George Tabernacle wants to serve alcohol, the building is being pro- 
claimed a church. 

State law bans a restaurant within 600 feet of a church, school, park, play- 
ground or library from dispensing alcoholic beverages. Jerry Baker’s restau- 
rant, Mama Eddy’s, is 502 feet from the tabernacle grounds. 

Baker’s application for a state liquor license has been stalled for months on 
the question of whether the tabernacle is a church or a historical tourist attrac- 
tion. 

The St. George Tabernacle is a church, “maintained primarily to provide ... 
religious service,” said the Presiding Bishopric of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. 

State lawmakers last year defended their holding a public meeting in the 
Logan Tabernacle, saying it was used for cther secular civic activities. 

The building can’t be a civic center one time and a place of worship another 
time, said Carol Gnade, director of the American Civil Liberties Union in Utah.

Grading the media’s coverage of the military with a ‘C’ 
at best, a national military educator set the tone of 
Thursday’s “Reporting the Military” round table discus- 
sion. 

“There are very few reporters nowadays with any mili- 
tary background,” said Bernard E. Trainor, director of the 
national security program at Harvard University’s school 
of government. “They tend to be critical of the military 
unless the military can prove itself otherwise.” 

As a part of the International Media Studies Program, 
Trainor joined two other military officials to discuss the 
job the media have done in covering the U.S. military. 

Trainor cited problems of press coverage in the Persian 
Gulf War and expressed hope that such practices would not 
become the norm in future coverage of military conflicts. 

“During the Gulf War, those reporters covering the 
Pentagon beat had to stay home, and the people on the 
scene were out of place,’ Trainor said. “The people who 
were there didn’t know the difference between a hand 
grenade and lemonade.” 

Robert Sims, former assistant secretary of defense for 
public affairs, echoed Trainor’s sentiments, but pointed out 
that there were some in the media community who stood 
out as doing a better job. 

“T think the problem is that the military knows the media 
better than the media know the military,’ Sims said. “But I

have to say there are some very good reporters, and the 
best ones are those covering the Pentagon for their respec- 
tive television networks.” 

While a majority of the discussion focused on what the 
media were doing wrong, Sims also turned the table and 
looked at the problem from an alternate point of view, 
placing partial blame on the military. 

“Tt’s not all the media’s problem; this is something that 
goes all the way back to the Civil War,’ Sims said. “I think 
the military is now doing a better job, but the problem ... is 
not one-sided.” 

The military still holds a grudge over the treatment it 
received in the past from the media, said Amos Jordan, 
international co-chairman of the Council for Security 
Cooperation in Asia Pacific. 

“A lot of people in the military are still suffering from the 
“Vietnam Syndrome,’” Jordan said. “The Army felt then it 
was getting bad press, and now all of the services see 
themselves as being mistreated.” 

Jordan said there are on-going study groups at the service 
colleges — West Point, Annapolis and Air Force Academy 
— to discuss relations with the media. He said he person- 
ally feels all of these services should follow the lead of the 
Marine Corps when it comes to handling the media. 

“They (the Marines) use people who know what they are 
talking about, and therefore their relations (with the 


“media) are much more:smooth,” Jordan said: 


No matter what type of relationship evolves between the 
two, no one will know its success until it comes under fire, 
Sims said.

‘Cats’ requires talents of several skilled contributors

‘It’s 7 a.m. when the trucks roll in to 
Salt Lake City. After 16 hours on the 
road, they have finally reached their 
destination. Load-in commences. It 
has been only 36 hours since the crew 
dismantled their set at the previous 
venue and now the process begins 
again. This is life in a touring compa- 
ny — this is the life of “Cats.” 

Winner of seven Tony awards, 
including best musical in 1983, 
Andrew Lloyd Webber’s “Cats” is the 
longest continuously-touring compa- 
ny in U.S. history. Now on its fifth 
national tour, the company has been 
touring for nine years. 

“The novelty of ‘Cats’ is that the 
entire cast are cats. It’s successful 
because it’s a show you can bring 
anyone to — your kids, your boss, 
your parents,” said Jill Cordle, pro- 
duction stage manager. “It’s entertain- 
ing and you leave with a good feeling, 
like the old style of entertainment.” 

With over 90 company members, 
the process of moving from city to 
city is not an easy one. A road man- 
agement team of five is required to 
coordinate the scheduling, accommo- 
dations and transportation for the 
entire company. 

“The company management handles 
all of the financial aspects of the show 
with regard to dealing with box 
offices and settling the figures with 
the local promoter,” said Stephen 
Spadaro, the assistant company man- 
ager. “We also handle the payroll for 
the company, the travel arrangements 
and hotel accommodations for the 
company and crew.” 

Putting on a performance requires 
more than merely making sure that 
the entire company is at one location, 
however. In addition to the full-time 
cast and crew, approximately 48 peo- 
ple are hired locally to assist with 
load-in and production. 

Although somewhat different when 
compared to its New York-based 
counterpart, the set of the “Cats” tour- 
ing company is essentially the same. 

“We bring everything with us but 
the stage floor, lines and power,” said 
Cordle, the production stage manager. 
“We’ve captured the feeling — we 
didn’t lose any of the feeling — of the 
Original set. The difference is that our 
set is built to be assembled in eight 
hours and out in three.” 

One of the most distinguishing fea- 
‘gires of a “Cats” production is the 
coystuming. The make-up, wig and 
cosiuming departments play an essen- 
tial Wy in the transformation from 


talented actors to convincing felines. 

Each wig is hand-made, fitted indi- 
vidually to the performer’s head and 
comes with a $1400 price tag. Their 
coarseness, water-resistance and dura- 
bility are due to the fact that the wigs 
are made from hair shaved off the bel- 
lies of yaks. It takes three to four 
days, working eight hours a day, to 
meticulously thread a few strands of 
$22-an-ounce yak hair into the lace to 
complete the wig. 

“Tt’s all threaded in a certain direc- 
tion or else you’d have cats with 
cowlicks,” said Robert Cybula, Emmy 
award-winner and lead hair and 
make-up artist. 

The colors in the wigs and make-up 
are carefully matched to avoid harsh 
lines and to add to the “Cats” illusion. 

Over $1500 a month is spent on 
grease paint, powder, eyeliner, glitter 
and mascara which are used to create 
the characters’ faces said Cybula. 
Although the make-up designs for 
individual characters are copyrighted, 
the look of each individual role is 
determined by the actor’s features. 

“Every face is a new canvas; what 
works for one person’s eyes won’t 
work for another’s,” said Cybula. “So 
we have to keep it in the realm of the 
colors and character look.” 

The actors spend five minutes in the 
chair having their wigs put on, but 
must apply their own make-up — a 
task that can take anywhere from an 
hour and a half to fifteen minutes, 
depending on the actor’s experience 
and proficiency. 

Although the costumes of “Cats” are 
rather simplistic compared to other 
Broadway productions, they have a 
style all their own. 

Each cast member wears a basic 
unitard decorated with feathers, fringe 
and bead work, as well as a pair of 
leg-w/armers which are hand-knit by 
Sandy Hanlon-Cressler, the produc- 
tion’s wardrobe supervisor. 
Maintenance and repair-work are con- 
tinuous, as the costumes must be 
repaired on a daily basis, said Hanlon- 
Cressler. 

Although all of these departments 
work together to create a successful 
production, it is the essence of the 
cats themselves that keep audiences 
coming back. 

“Because they are animals and they 
are not people, they can blatantly 
show you emotion,” said Cordle, the 
production stage manager. “There are 
no stereotypes, so the emotion gets 
filtered in to us, the audience, in a 
really different way. The story and 
emotion that comes at you is much 
easier to receive, because they are 
cats. That is what makes ‘Cats’ popu- 
lar; that’s what makes ‘Cats’ unique.”

Many people see cancer as a fright- 
ening thing because they are unedu- 
cated, said Karl Kirby, a junior in 
microbiology from Salem, Ore. 

Kirby said many of the club mem: 
bers have had a family member or 
friend that has dealt with cancer. 

“Usually you feel helpless like you 
can’t really do something about it,” 
Kirby said. The club is a way to do 
something. 

Helton said often students come to 
school and feel helpless because they 
can not help an ill family member at 
home. She said students don’t feel as 
helpless if they can help other people 
battling cancer. 

“We serve a lot of groups that don’t 
always get recognized,” said Heather 
Helton, a cancer survivor. 

The club planned trips to visit can- 
cer patients in the hospital and speak- 
ers on cancer education.

The controversy started when one 
student, Rob Steenblick, objected to 
sections of “overt physical sexuality” 
in the book “House of Spirits,” by 
Isabell Allende, Fowler said. 

Steenblick never meant to cause

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problems, Fowler said, but only want- 
ed the school to offer another IB class 
for students who objected to the book. 
Six other students shared the same 
views.

The IB program originated in Wales 
and is recognized internationally as an 
accelerated learning experience for 
academically gifted students, Fowler 
said. Students who complete the pro- 
gram receive an IB degree, which 
transfers into college credit, she said. 

Fowler said students taking her class 
must have already completed 


Advanced Placement English, which. 


makes it surprising that they would 
object to a book which seems reason- 
ably mild and is on the internationally 
approved list for the IB program.
